We learn that the 
School now numbers about oné h and 
twenty-five constant attendants, of all ages— 
from three to seventeen years. 

To lend additionf&il interest and attraction, 

as well as to improve the minds of the little 
ones, the Superintendent recently received 
from California, by Express, a number of 
handsome books, adapted to the wants of the 
School, to replenish the old library, which 
had been read through and through. The 
funds for the purchase of these books—ome 
hundred and twenty-five volumes--was the 
surplus arising from a dancing party given in 
the Hall in the early part of the winter. In 
order to meet the expensés incident to for- 
warding the new library by Express, another 
Social Party was held at the Hall on the 28th 
ult., by the friends of the School, and the 
indebtedness liquidated. In another column 
we present the financial report of the gentle- 
gmen who had the management, from which 
it will be seen that it was a decided, success, 
leaving still a small sum in the treasury for 
future drafts. 
- If those who contributed their mites on this 
occasion, and who have heretofore so gener- 
ously responded to every call made on them, 
could know how their liberality cheers the 
hearts of the children, and how much good is 
being done by the School, they would be 
more than repaid for their generosity. The 
exercises of the School, we happen to know, | 
are entirely devoid of any narrow, bigoted, 
exclusive, or sectarian characteristics, and to 
the little ones intensely interesting and profit- 
able. This School should be an object of in- 
terest to @very person not thoroughly hide- 
bound with bigotry and ‘intolerance.

War Debts of Loyal States. 
The following is the billin full as reported 
by Mr. Blaine, of ‘Maine, from the Select 
Committee of which he is chairman. It isa 
measure which commends itself to the judg- 
ment of all who wish to see some relief to the 
burdens of local taxation: 


A bill to reimburse the States that have furnish- 
ed troops to the Union Army for advances 
made and expenses incurmd in raising the 


same. - 

Whereas the States that furnished troops to 
the Union army during the late war were sub- 
jected to very heavy e amounting in 
the aggregate to four hundred and seventy- 
five million of dollars, a large proportion of 
which has assumed the form of oppressive 
debt; and whereas this entire outlay was made 
for the common cause of the Union, and 
therefore constitutes an equitable claim on the 
common treasury of the nation; therefore, 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives of the United States of America in 
Congress assembled, That there shall be reim- 
bursed by the United States to each of the | 
States that farnished troops to the Union 
army, and also to the several Territories and 
the District of Columbia, a sum equal to fifty- 
five dollars for each man duly enlisted into 
the military or naval service of the United 
States during the late war, the total number 
being reduced to a uniform standard of three 


years’ service, Viz:
